With constantly 
changing variables of sunlight, clouds, 
wind and currents, the marine environ- 
ment presented infinite challenges for 
the photographer. In photography’s 
earliest years, the long exposure times of 
equipment, the uncontrollable variables 
of sunlight and reflection, and the 
movement of both clouds and water 
were enough to chase all but the most 
intrepid photographers back into their

By the 1880s, lighter grade equipment with 
briefer exposure times had been developed, 
allowing dedicated photographers to get close to 
their subjects when they were at their most dra- 
matic, moving rapidly through the water. With a 
fast boat of his own, of course, a photographer 
can race around the subject to frame it properly, 
to get side lighting that will define the shape of a 
hull and sails, or to backlight it so that the sun 
creates sparkles on the water. With these reduced 
limitations, photographers were free to create 
images that more closely represented the mar- 
itime experience they observed. Images such as

the portrait of the yacht Elmina by Willard 
Jackson (1871-1940) display the confluence of 
specialized knowledge on the part of the photog- 
rapher, both of yachts under sail and of the pho- 
tographic art. 

Though not necessarily the one most likely to 
have a camera on hand, the mariner is the one 
most frequently best positioned to capture a dra- 
matic photograph at sea. In the trying circum- 
stances of severe weather, when seconds can mean 
the difference between safety and peril, mariners 
have occasionally shown the presence of mind to 
take the unusual photograph that conveys the 
immediacy of the experience. For example, while 
rounding Cape Horn during a southern Winter 
gale in the early 1920s, the chief steward of the 
White Star Liner Jonzc secured a picture of the 
bark Garthsnaid as the vessel was passing under

During the third quarter 
of the nineteenth century, 
photography was dis- 
persed to every major 
port city across the globe, 
much of it in the form of 
commercial work. Any 
harbor active with sailing 
ships, steamers or yachts 
seemed to support at least 
one professional who recorded their profiles as 
they entered or departed, and some major ports 
supported several in competition. Just as art 
historians have, until recently, ignored the contri- 
butions of photography to fine art, academic his- 
torians have ignored the information available in 
photo archives. Photographs were utilized solely 
for the objective information they contained, as 
illustrations of points to be made in text. Yet a 
photograph such as that of a dismasted schooner 
in high seas conveys information on a purely 
visual basis, and does it far more cogently than 
a competent writer could accomplish without 
distracting the reader with historical specifics. 

Nothing is known of the incident, the 
schooner, the mariners, or their ultimate fate 
beyond what is seen in this photograph. 
Nonetheless, this image stands as a testament to 
a seagoing photographer’s motivation to record 
the most dire of circumstances. The image pre- 
sents the crew of a schooner in the midst of an 
extremely perilous situation. The crew looks 
anxiously out at the approaching wave, while their 
broken masts and tangle of destroyed rigging and 
gear on deck suggest that their predicament

might get more difficult yet. Although nothing is 
known of the historical specifics of the incident, 
such as the name of the boat or of the mariners, 
the image succinctly conveys the emotions one 
must experience at being dismasted in high seas. 
In fact, the lack of documentation concerning the 
specifics of the scene only enhances the viewer’s 
ability to imagine what it would be like as a par- 
ticipant in such a situation, where and whenever 
this one took place. 

The battered condition of this photograph, 
replete with scratches, abrasion and splattered 
paint, is evidence of its life history as a three- 
dimensional artifact. Although most commonly 
analyzed for the visual message created by a 
photographer to be observed by a viewer, indi- 
vidual photographs are actually objects that have 
histories of their own. Sometimes a battered old 
photo betrays its history of having been carried 
in a wallet or exhibited in a sunny room for too 
long. Most of these histories cannot be recon- 
structed, but the evidence of their treatment is 
intriguing nonetheless. Perhaps the battered 
condition of the schooner image is evidence 
that it served a long life as a remembrance for 
a survivor of the experience.

The origins and early history of the museum’s 
maritime photography collections are closely 
linked to cosmopolitan trends in mid-nineteenth- 
century America, which affected intellectual life 
on many levels. One of the earliest daguerreo- 
_types in the museum collection is of the facade of 
East India Marine Hall captured in a whole-plate 
daguerreotype. The photographer is unidentified, 
but marks on the plate suggest that the image 
was produced in 1840, only one year after the 
invention of photography. The daguerreotype 
has been in the museum collection for many 
years, but unfortunately, poor condition prevents 
it from appearing in the exhibition. 

Photographic prints and negatives began 
entering the collection of the Peabody Essex 
Museum shortly after the medium was invented 
in 1839. These photographs joined the extensive 
collection of painted portraits that were acquired 
as documents recording the visages of prominent 
Essex County figures, sea captains, statesmen and 
their families. It was most likely a photographic 
portrait of society member Matthew Maury that 
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representing the work of a 

single artist, such as over 
3,000 prints and glass negatives of yachting 
scenes taken by Willard Jackson; and those com- 
piled by collectors focused on a single subject, 
such as the more than 100,000 images of steam- 
powered vessels collected by Mr. Alan Deitsch. 

The self-conscious fusion of maritime subject 

matter with fine art aesthetics constitutes an area 
with strong potential for future collecting. 
Whether utilized as contributions to art, history, 
or visual anthropology, photographs communi- 
cate on many levels simultaneously, and maritime 
photographs in particular speak to us about 
technical, emotional, and physical challenges 
encountered on the sea. Maritime photography 
includes images of not only ships on the ocean, 
but also of the effects of seaborne communica- 
tion between disparate parts of the world. The 
maritime environment has inspired a very special 
type of photography, one that strives to capture 
those moments, whether sublime, thrilling, or 
threatening, that define humanity’s innate 
attraction for the ocean world.

What was produced in these shops reflects the polit- 
ical, social, and economic conditions of a young 
country just beginning to take itself seriously and 
ready to make itself known internationally. The fur- 
niture is less heavy than the colonial style that pre- 
ceded it; there is a different sense of proportion 
characterized by the use of veneers, inlays, and sub- 
tle carving. Even collecting on a budget, I’ve found 
many opportunities to acquire this furniture and 
harmonious objects of fine quality: forms such as 
card tables, a sideboard, and chairs made in the first 
quarter of the 19th century, most of the pieces with 
ring turned and reeded legs. They are certainly not 
museum- or world-class quality, but in the context 
of my house, the sum total is more than I might 
have hoped for. 

You may find yourself attracted to the stateliness 
of Federal furniture, as I did. You may not have 
just purchased a Federal home, but you’re still

interested in collecting. What do you do? A good 
place to begin these days is on your computer. If 
you search the World Wide Web for American 
Federal furniture, you'll pull up over 3 million hits. 
Or you might go to an auction house site. There 
you'll find information for the neophyte collector 
as well as the seasoned buyer and seller of antiques. 
There is also a wealth of resource material to be 
found in libraries. 

Auction house catalogs are a valuable source of 
information. They provide pictures, descriptions, 
histories, and price ranges. Many auction houses 
also will supply a condition report on each piece: 
what’s original, what’s been restored. Most 
antiques don’t come down to us unscathed. Ifa 
table has been tortured by a belt sander or stripped 
to the bare wood, well, that’s unfortunate, to say 
the least. Not much can be done to restore its orig- 
inal luster and value. But repairs to certain antique 


furnishings, when done professionally, can improve 
the piece and often enhance the value. Repairs 
(those that add value and those that diminish it) 
should be noted in the catalog description. 


There’s a great deal of 
affordable Federal furniture 
available, particularly in 
New England. 


The next step is to go to an auc- 
tion house preview; look long and 
hard at the pieces, run your hands 
across the surfaces, smell the wood 
in enclosed spaces such as drawers 
and inside clock cases. (Don’t 
laugh. Old wood has a characteristic 
smell that has yet to be duplicated 
in an aerosol can.) Ask a staff mem- 
ber about that circa 1810 Federal 
tiger maple chest of drawers you’re 
drawn to. He or she should be able 
to tell you what repairs have been 
made; or, that except for the patina, 
the piece of furniture is just as it was 
the day it left the cabinetmaker’s 
shop 180 years ago. 

A reputable antique dealer will 
supply you with this same informa- 
tion. Many dealers sell American 
Federal furniture, among other 
things, and most are more than will- 
ing to discuss their offerings with 
great enthusiasm and passion for the 
material. After all, everyone benefits if 
the buyer is both educated and 
informed. When you buy an antique, 
also don’t be afraid to ask for a docu- 
ment of authenticity. There’s no rea- 
son not to ask for proof that what 
you think is good is as good as it 


Federal furniture available, particularly in New 
England. Massachusetts was home to many cabi- 
netmakers of the period: Samuel McIntire in Salem, 
John and Thomas Seymour in Boston, among 
them. There were many other shops in New 
England creating quality Federal furniture between 
1785 and 1820, and much of this furniture has sur- 
vived to this day. 

As a result, you can buy a late 18th or early 19th 
century Federal card table for as little as $1,500. 
Of course, you can go to the next level and pur- 
chase a table in much better condition for $10,000 
to $20,000, or as much as $500,000! High quality 
Federal furniture is available for very reasonable 
prices. People come up to me and say, “But I’ve 
only got $2,500 to spend. What can I get that is

good?” Plenty. There’ll be many examples of 
good Federal card tables, sideboards, chairs, and 
bureaus in sales throughout New England. I 
know; I’ve seen them, and continue to see them. 
Some are in excellent condition, some have minor 
imperfections. Many of them are beautiful to live 
with and pleasing to the eye. They may be subtle 
masterpieces, handmade by artisans using fine wood, 
hand tools, their own talent and imagination. 

When I am fortunate enough to acquire an 
object I love, ’'m acquiring a piece of history, an 
artifact of our younger nation. I’m appreciative of 
the talent of the person who made the piece and 
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I’m perhaps connecting myself with all the people 
over the years who’ve owned that object. Our 
attraction to the same piece of furniture suggests 
we have at least something in common: a vision 
of what is beautiful, and the desire to be sur- 
rounded by and living with it every day, enriching 
life at home.
